Further, the 
apparatus of group I could be used without a tool head and a measurement means such 
as required for group III. Actually, the apparatus of group I is incapable of performing 
the process of group III since the apparatus of group I has no tool head or measurement 
means. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required

because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
